The Case of Mr. Beck.—Enormous interest has 
been aroused in the case of Mr. Beck. — The offer of 
£2000 by the Treasury has been universally regarded as 
altogether insufficient, and Mr. Beck has himself refused 
the offer and has asked for a thorough investigation. This 
request has not yet been replied to. All the legal opinion 
ascertainable is strongly in favour of it; investigation is, 
too, even more warmly endorsed by the great body of 
police, who feel that in their interests the circumstances 
need examination The Deily Mad states that there 
is a fear that the Government will propose a Depart- 
mental Inquiry, and this would satisfy no one.
